Seed of Corn 3,000 Tears Old. 


Three or four years since an Indian 


mound in Arkansas was being excavated 
when an earthen jar was found, hermetic- 
ally sealed, that contained a small quan- 
tity of grains of Indian com. Some of the 
grains were the next year planted in Mis- 
souri and several bushels raised. On the 
top of tbo mound from whloh the jar was 
dug out a large tnc four fuet In diameter 
was growing, and it Is thought the corn 
lay buried about 3,000 years. 


Squire .Tames L. Heal, one of onr most 


prosperous and progressive farmers, sent 
and procured a small quantity of the corn, 
paying over 3 oeotg a grain. This he 
planted last jear, hut the yield was small 
on amount mt the drought. Ha saved 
enough, however, to get in a good patch 
tills year. Ha has used it for roasting ears 
and says It is the belt be ever had. The 
ears an not largo, but grow two to three 
on » single stalk. The one thing peculiar 
about this corn Is its color, or rather col- 
ors. On tils same oob are grains of differ- 
ent colon, and in the row you can find an 
ear tbat is white, another blood red, on« 
•almon colored and another 
perfectly

Black rad- 
zimir is another rich new silk with a 
ronghhih surface with small woven dots 
and figures. There is quite a showing 
of black damask In very rich qualities, 
and also Pelting stripes. I think that 
covers tho novelties in silks. I may add 
that silk is unusually cheap and the 
quality good. It is impossible to tell 
which is the better in quality or finish 
or In fjnnign, American or foreign, BO we 
should Insist upon our home production. 


I should mention that velvet » to be 


worn in so many ways that I cannot 
mention half. Velntina for full street 
•nits has been produced in Paris and Vi- 
enna aud received the stamp of popu- 
lar! ty there. It always was liked in Eng- 
land. It makes really handsomer be- 
cause more solid mits than anything 
bnt the most costly qualities; of silk vel- 
vet. 


In new woolens wo have a soft French 


serge, drap de rn«se, a woolly stuff, 
vmi-m aua wlutiy, drap de sole, dmp 
mervwllenx, with a soft bloom over tho 
surface, and a new satin molleionn*.

* The Pillagers, a detached colony of 
Jthe tribe of Chippewae, have lands in 
•Minnesota on ^ hich they have lived 
»nd hunted for many years. Their 
•possession has been quiet and peaee- 
fcble and they have so far cultivated 
jttoe arts of civilization as to till the 
Voll, erect comfortable homes and pa- 
ttronlse the public schools provided for 
them by the government. 


*Phe government was disposed to let 


'Ibese Indians alone, but the white men 
illving near them petitioned the inter- 
ior department to remove them from 
Itbeir long established homes to the 
"Whitw Earth reservation, that being 
^the established policy of the govern- 
/Yntmt In dealing with the remaining 
[trlbss, and the petition was acted up- 
Mn affirmatively. But the Indians pro- 


against the removal and finally 


fused to be moved. 


' Tho Indians argued that they had 
^fcnproved the lands on which for many 
•ears they had peacefully resided and 
Ahat although the lands within the 
{Reservation are richer and better than 
theirs, they ought not to be dispossess- 


( fed without being compensated for their 
loss on improvements. The govern- 
ment recognized the justness of thia 
contention and asked congress to set 
fipnrt $25,000 to pay the damages that 
the Pillagers wou Id sustain by the 
compulsory removal. Congress refus- 
ed to make the appropriation. 


Afterward the government decided 


to go ahead with the enterprise of re- 
moving them. United States marshals 
were authorized to arrest the old chiefs 
who refused to obey the government 
order to vacate. The removal resolved 
upon was more like an Irish eviction 
than anything else, and the Indians, 
fceing educated, and appreciative of 
justice, not only resented the arbi- 
trary enforclngof the writ, but resolved 
to defend their rights with fore*. The 
trouble now at Leech lake is tbe out- 
come of the matter. 


The Indians have attained that stage 


of civilization which enables them to 
differentiate justice from injustice and 
to defend their rights. They believe 
th,at they are entitled to compensation 
for the loss that will be sustained by 
them by reason of their eviction from 
their homes. Believing this they will 
defend themselves and their rights 
With the same spirit, and backed by 
the same principle of right, that white 
men would defend themseKes with if 


i confronted by like conditions. 


But the uprising will be quelled. Th* 


Pillagers will be forced into the reser- 
vation. Their lands, covered with fine 


r forests and partly Improved, will be 
•appropriated by the whites and in due 
time congi ess will pay idemnify ing 


1 iflamacee. 
The Indian has no rights 


•under our civilization which the white 
zn&n who covets bis lands is bound to 
xespcct.

Lower Broadway a Canyon. 


Broadway's general appearanoe,especial- 


ly below Fourteenth street, has suffered a 
more noticeable changt even than its traf- 
fic. It is now literally almost a mere rift 
between precipitous, rock bound walls, a 
canyon of brick and stone and steel and 
glass. Some of the little old six and seven 
story buildings are left, to be eure, but 
thoy are few, and structures of 20 stories 
have become eo common as to excite no 
wonder at all. The amount of money in- 
vested in tho tall buildings of lower Broad- 
way is no doubt two or three times great- 
er than the total value of all tbo buildings 
in the 13 colonies prior to the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence. 


The many storied Ivins syndicate build- 


ing on Park row, just oft Broadway, now 
nearly ready for tenants, bas cost enough 
money and contains enough material to 
build all the buildings in a oity of lu,OQO 
inhabitants. Tbe comparatively modest 
structure of nine stories above and two be- 
low tho sidewalk at Duane street and 
Broadway contains (ill the potentialities 
of a good sized village, such as are com- 
mon in nowly settled regions, including 
dwelling houses, a church, town hall and 
tbo various neceaeary places of business. 
The actual aroa added to Now York terri- 
tory by new buildings in excess of six sto- 
ries in height has amounted to tbe acreage 
of a fair sizod market farm annually for 
•KH oral years past, and while there seems 
now to be a tendency to put up few build- 
ings higher than 10 or IS stories, the year- 
ly vertical additions to the town's torn - 
tory bid fair to be greater in the near f u 
ture rather than less.

The 
yacht was 
found 
yesterday 


morning on the east Bide of the river, 
opposite the north end of Lagoon is- 
land. It was Inside the dike. The boat 
was noticed about 7.30 o'clock by the 
men on Lagoon island, and a short 
time afterward small boats were about 
the wreck, and many articles were 
taken from it, including: a small steam 
pump. 


The boat was lying on Its side, the 


starboard 
Bide having been crushed 


in. The boiler was missing but the 
engine was in position. The hull was 
badly damaged, due, It Is believed, to 
scraping on the dam as it passed over.

If a new location wer« looked for the 
same difficulty would be met.

site was selected because it was deem* 
cd the best and 
the fountain was 


erected at a cost of $1,000 by .permis- 
sion of the selectmen glvdn in writing. 
Dr. Bascom thought the selectmen 
would not be justified in undoing the 
work, which had been done In good 
faith. Petitions, he < said, In 
many 


cases do not represent the opinions ot 
the signers, and he did not think thfe 
petition for the removal of the foun- 
tain would warrant the selectmen In 
ordering its removal. He said if the 
selectmen 
were 
embarrassed 
they 


should lay the matter before the town; 
The Main street belongs to the town 
and not to the abuttera, and no In- 
dividual has any claims in the matter. 


J.B.Gale of the Vintage Improvement 


society said the tub never should have 
been erected against the* objection of 
Mrs. Wlilte. He' understood it would 
not be and would never have, favored 
the Ideation if he had known haw Mrs. 
White would regard !t. The selectmen 
should have known and should have 
respected her wishes. • 
" 


It may be said here that Mrs. White 


spends her winters in Washington, t>. 
C.,, and waa not in town when the 
fountain was erected. It BtanjM be- 
tween the Methodist church1 and her 
place, at the Junction of Main and 
Water str«»t». 


Judge S. G. Tenney represented 


those In favor of moving the fountain. 
He would be sorry to nave the town 
crowd such a thinff upon anyone who 
objected. Mra. Wmtfe opposed the lo- 
cation and offered to pay the expense 
of removal. 
Hfe presumed the peti- 


tioners for removal paid seven-eighths 
of the cost of the fountain and thought 
their wishes

be respected. 


Judge Tenney showed the selectmen

Sunday morning at 10.30 o'clock.

thought a place could be fouhd for the 
tub where it would anno? no one, and 
it should be placed ther>. He had no 
idea that the society, which fa elrpply 
a group of Individuals with no corpo- 
rate existence or rights, would have 
located the tub where it la If it had 
known how Mra. White would feel 
about It. There was now an oppor- 
tunity to have It removed without ex- 
pense to the society or the town, and 
he thought In fairness to Mra.

the change to cooler weather again 
the mujoilty of the families In the city 
have stopped taking ice, but there aie 
for most of the dealers still a good 
many tickets out, for the redemption of 
which they wish to Be supplied with 
stock. 


The great hardship comes on thoso 


who use ice in large quantities the 
year round, -its the meat dealers, the 
saloons and the caterers. The price 
of Ice at wholesale has already been 
raised somevi hut, and the dealers say 
it will have to go up still more, unless 
a stroke of rare good fortune dis- 
covers a new source* of supply within 
a very short time. The difficulty in 
obtaining ice from out of the city is 
that there was a still shorter supply 
in most cities.than here. 


The shortness of the supply at the 


end of the season, combined with the 
discussion about pure ice at the begin- 
ning, and the prospect that there will 
always be difficulty In obtaining enough 
Ice that Is considered pure, has led to 
a marked revival of the artificial ice 
plant, and now some of the dealers 
say that the project is being seriously 
considered by men who aie able and 
willing to carry it through. This would 
do away with all the difficulties of 
pure ice and ^amount of the supply, 
and one person interested said this 
week that it was not at nil improbable 
that there would be a plant here by 
next year.
